One of tiw chief reatom why WenfwoHh has been aUe to achieve 
ift lofty purpose lies in the fact that the Academy hat been UActer one 
continuoui adminiytraticn ilnce <h founding. For nearly throe-score yeart, 
Cblpfiel Sandford Sellers was president of Wentworth. He enjoyed one 
of the flio«f envSabia recotth iii the history of AirMricw educoition. 

The Academy was founded by Stephen G. Wentworth, scion of a 
distingpiithed Enqlith family and a prominent Lexington banlcer. in IB80, 
as a memorial to hts deceased son. WiHiam Weotworf^. Mr. Wentwortti 
immediately vested control of the insiitution in the hands of a board o) 
tnjrtees composed of a duly dectad raprasefltatlve of each of the 
Evang^cal churches of Lexington, and a pnnidwt. Colonel Sellers was 
called to the new school in its first year and remained as its active head 
until 1938. Mr. Wentworth served as president of the Board from IS80 

It was the firm conviction of the founder, his board of trustaet and
